In answer to a request of that body as 
to Mr. Grant’s preference for President, 
Grant replied that the resolutions of 
the league, as marked by him, ex- 
pressed more clearly and emphatically 
his own first choice for President than 
he himself could express it. 

Mr. Grant further set forth his hearty 
appreciation of the proposed honor of 
sending him as a delegate-at-large 
from California to St. Louis, and indi- 
cated his willingness to serve the State 
at the national convention as an ear- 
nest champion of ‘protection and Me- 
Kinley. This public announcement by 
Mr. Grant in favor of Prosperity's 
advance agent,” is very pleasing to Re- 
publicans of the Seventh Congress Dis-

THE REPUBLICANS. 

PORTLAND (Ore.,) April 9:—The Re- 
publican State Convention was called 
to order in the Exposition building at 
11:15 o’clock today by Chairman Steele 
of the State Central Committee. Ex- 
United States Attorney-General George 
H. Williams was chosen temporary 
chairman by acclamation. On taking 
the chair Gen. Williams thanked the 
convention for the honor and said: “In 
my rulings, I shall recognize no faction 
of the Republican party. I assume that 
you are all good Republicans.” No 
reference to the financial question was 
made by Gen. Williams. S. B. Eakin 
of Lane county was made temporary 
secretary. The chairman appointed 
committees on Credentials and Order of 
Business. The convention took a recess 
until s o’cloc. When the convention re- 
assembled, the Committee on Credeh- 
tials not being ready to report, a 
further recess was taken till 7 o’clock. 

When the convention again assembled 
an hour was spent listening to speeches, 
and, finally, at 8:30 o’clock, the Com- 
“mittee on Credentials presented its re- 
port. There was a majority report and 
two minority reports on the contest in 
the Multnomah county delegation. The 
majority report favored seating the 
contesting delegates from Multnomah 
county, known as the Simon delegates. 
The first minority report favored seat- 
ing the anti-Simon men, and the sec- 
ond minority report favored dividing 
the delegations, giving each faction one- 
half representation. Argument was 
then commenced on the reports. 

Immediately after the argument was 
closed, a vote was taken, and the sec- 
ond minority ‘report, giving each fac- 
tion a one-half representation, was 
adopted by a vote of 126 to 62. The 
chairman appointed a Committee on 
Platform, ing one member from 
each county delegation. The convention 
then adjourned until tomorrow at 11 
o'clock. , 

THE DEMOCRATS. 

PORTLAND, (Or., April 9.— The 
Democratic State Convention met at 
11 o' clock today, elected temporary 
officers and appointed coOmmittées and 
took @ recess until afternoon, 

When the convention reassembled, 
the Committee on Platform presented 
a majority and minority report on the 
financial plank. The majority plank 
favored the free and unlimited coin- 
age af silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, 
while the minority report simply en- 
dorsed the Democratic national plat- 
form of 1892. After a discussion: of 
three hours, the majority report was 
adopted. 

The financial plank is as follows:

Continuing, the platform says: 
“Religious differences should find no 
place in American politics, and the 
Democratic party is opposed to the 
spirit of intolerant bigotry fostered for 
political purposes by those who seek 
to breed discord and animosities anicng 
the citizens of this republic. Secret 
political bodies are a curse to ranty, 
State and nation. We heartily welconte 
the assistance of all good citizens who 
will coöperate in the suppression of 
any political movement organized for 
religious proscription.” 
The platform favors a tariff for rev- 
enue only; favors the rigid enforcement 
of the Monroe doctrine and the con- 
struction of the Nicaragua canal by the 


general government. The vote on adop- 


tion of the platform was 152 to 91. 

At tonight’s session of the convention 
a resolution was offered commending 
President Cleveland for his courage 
and honesty. A long discussion en- 
sued and the resolution was adopted by 
a vote of 171 to 72. The following were 
elected delegates to the national con- 
vention: W. F. Butcher, J. W. Howard, 
L. P. Mullinix, Charles Nickell, x 
Welch, J. H. Townsend, M. A, Miller 
and J. D. McKinnon. 

Adjournment was taken until to- 
morrow at 10:30 o' clock. 


DAVID B. TALKS POLITICS. 
NEW YORK, April 9—The Adver- 
tiser tomorrow will say that Senator 
David B. Hill arrived in town last 


night from Washington. Mr. Hill talked 
freely on various subjects, but he would 


not say whether he would be a candi- 
date for the Presidency. 


“There is nothing in the statement 
that I am to take charge of the Demo- 
cratic campaign in New York State,” 
said he. 

The Senator then turned to the 
Raines law: “The Raines law is abso- 
lutely intolerable. People have been 
talking about taking the saloons out 
of politics. Why, this bill hands them 
over absolutely to one party.“

SONOMA, April 9.—The Republican 
County Convention to select delegates 
to the State convention at Sacramento 
met today. McKinley was indorsed for 
President. 


Dr. Stimson’s Resignation. 


NEW YORK, April 9.—The resigna- 
tion of Rev. Dr. Henry A. Stimson as 
pastor of the Broadway Tabernacle 
was presented last night at a largely- 
attended meeting of members of the 
church, and, after some debate, was ac- 
cepted on a ballot, by a majority of 
140 to 100. Dr. Stimson came here three 
years ago from St. Louis and assumed 
the pastorship of the tabernacle. Last 
fall he advocated a scheme for church 
extension in this city which did not 
meet with the approval of a majority 
of the members of the church. Several 
minor differences arose between pastor 
and laymen, and as a result, Dr. Stim- 
son declared his intention to resign 
last Sunday. A meeting was called to 
consider the matter last night, with 
the above result. 


London Board of Trade. 


LONDON, April 9%.—The Board of 
Trade returns for the first quarter of 
the present year show that the imports 
amounted to $561,476,710, against $504,- 
189,400 for 1895. The exports for the 
first quarter of 1896 were $306,165,215, 
against 3263, 601, 805 for last year at the 
same time.

HE DEALT IN DEATH. 


JOHN BROOKS’S AWFUL DEEDS AT 
MILLICAN, TEX. 


Kills His Daughter Who Was on the 
Point of Eloping—Shoots Her 
Lover—Blows Himself Into Eter- 
nity with a Keg of Dynanite. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


HOUSTON (Tex.,) April 9.—At Milli- 
can, a few minutes after 2 o’clock this 
morning, John Brooks shot and killed 
his daughter, Mollie Srooks, seriously 
wounded her sweetheart, A. C. Wor- 
rels, and then committed suicide. 

Worrels and Miss Brooks were lov- 
ers, and had made up their minds to 
marry im opposition to the parents of 
the young woman. When the north- 
bound Central {rain, due here at 2:02 
o’clock in the morning, stopped at the 
station, the young people made an at- 
tempt to get on board and run away. 
Worrels helped Miss Brooks upon the 
first step of the platform, and just as 
she got up, her father, who stepped 
from the other side of the car, firea 
upon her, shooting her through the 
right breast, the bullet passing through 
her body. She fell backward in the 
arms of her lover, with the words: Oh, 
mother, father has killed me,” and im- 
mediately expired. As Worrels bent 
down to lay her on the platform, 
Brooks fired upon him under the car, 


making a serious and probably fatal 
wound. 

After the shooting, Brooks, who has 
been employed at the rock quarry of 
Green & Olive, went to the quarry and 
tried to borrow a pistal, but could not 
get one. He then went to the powder- 
house, secured a box of dynamite, and, 
going away about one hundred yards, 
sat down upon it and applied a match. 
A terrific explosion followed, which 
tore him to pieces, not enough being 
gathered up to fill a cigar-box. 


HE PITIES ’EM. 


Bob Ingersoll on Those ’’Misguided’”’ 
Christian Endeavorers. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) _—_- 
CLEVELAND, (O.,) April 9.—Robert 
G. Ingersoll, who lectured here last 
night, was interviewed on the effort 
of the Cleveland Christian Endeavorers 
to convert him to Christianity by con- 
certed prayer. 
“The Christian Endeavor people,” he 
said, “are all right. I pity them, as I 
pity all the other misguided.

sand. They were groping in darkness 
and shouting for aid. They could hear 


the hammers ringing on the steel, but 
they could not see the rising tide. Their 
only chance for life rested in the energy 
of the men working on the vessel's 
sides. ‘Three dives at least were to be 
saved if the steel were cut before the 
tide raised the waters to the opening. 
The tide rose slowly and the resouers 
worked with subborn zeal. There was 
not timé enough, but the muffled cries 
‘within the ship grew weaker and 
the waters swept gradually higher un- 
- til they washed the feet of those who 
Were boring into the steel. It was a 
Dontest seldom seen in the harbor of 
San Francisco, but the rescuers lost. 
Just as the merest ribbon of steel 
“remained between the entombed sailors 
and life a wave rolled over the curv- 
. tng side of the ship, Although hope had

A hammer smashed open the steel 
plate. The compressed air burst forth 
with tremendous force, spouting the 
water to a height of 30 feet. The would- 
be rescuers who had tried with all their 
energies, scrambled to their boats. 
With a piercing hiss of air and water 
the ship sank lower and the waves 
roleld over the spot where a few mo- 
‘ments before were heard the cries for 
help. The men in the hold were be- 
yond help. 

The manner of the sinking of the 
Blairmore ts peculiar, but it is not the 
first time that a vessel has turtled“ in 
this harbor in the same manner, and 
almost in the same spot. On May 12, 
1885, the British ship Earl of Dalhousie 
capsized opposite the rolling mills. She 
had no ballast, and the tug Relief had 
taken hold to tow her to the Oakland 
flats. When her head was partly turned 
to the northward she heeled over to 
starbbard and went down. The seven- 


teen members of the crew were saved. 


The American bark Julia Castner was 
another vessel which capsized in this 
harbor in a similar manner. She was 
moving under sail, one morning in the 
early sixties, when she heeled over and 
went. down. She subsequently drifted 


out to sea, but was driven ‘ashore on | 


the ocean beach south of the Cliff 

‘Capt. Caw was saved by his dog, 
Jack, which went overboard with ioe 
The animal was close to the captain 
when the ship capsized.

HONOLULU; April 2.—CWired from 
San Francisco, April 9.)

COUNTERFEITERS’ CAVE. 


A Subterranean Mint Discovered in 
| Elkhart County, Ind. 
(WY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


BRISTOL, (ind.,) April 9.—Two dep- 
uty United States marshals are taking 
turns at watching an island in St. 
John’s River in the northeastern part 
of Elkhart county, on which a subter- 
ranean counterfeiter’s den has been lo- 
cated. The cave was discovered a few 
days ago by two boys who, while boat- 
ing on the river, had landed on the 
island. The subterranean chamber is 
about twenty-five feet square and 
eighteen feet high. It was well-stored 
with small saplings and planks.

| NEW YORK, April 9.—(Special Dis- 
patch.)

“CANAIGRE AGAIN, 


THE REPUTATION BORNE BY J. 6 
CARRUTHERS IN LOS ANGELES. | 
An Official of Another Canaigre Com- os 
pany Tells What He Thinks of 
the Arrest-A Big Prospective. 
Land Deal at Rialto.

Carruthers was in Los Angeles a short | 
time ago at the head of 4 party of peo- ye 
ple who had invested or intended * 
invest in his company's stock. 

Mr. Qualey, of the California Home 


Los Angeles, which has for an object 
the establishment of the cand@igre in- 
dustry in Southern California, yester- 
‘day expressed his views im the matter 
of the arrest of Carruthers. He says 
Carruthers is one of the men to whom 
the canaigre industry owes the déevelop- 
ment it has so far obtained. He has 
been interested in the matter several 
yedrs. He has 2000 acres near Tempe, 
Ariz., already planted to canaigre. On 
this ranch is a slicing-plant, for as yet 
the only thing Carruthers has done has 
been to slice the canaigre roots into 
small sections and ship them in that 
form to various tanneries in Europe and 
America, He has worked up a trade, 
Says Mr. Qualey, of 400 or 500 carloads 
A year, shipping this to Liverpool, by 
way of New Orleans. 

For some time now, according to 
Mr. Qualey, Carruthers has been trying 
to float a gigantic scheme, which was 
to buy up great quantities of land in 
Arizona, New Mexico and California, 
build big factories, and practically gain Gy 
control of the tanning-extract market. 
He succeeded in interesting English 
capital in the enterprise and came to 
California at the head of an expedi- 
tion of people who were interested in 
the leather or tanning business—two 
dozen Englishmen and their wives. 
They wandered up and down the lane 
in private cars, investigating the canal- 
gre question. ‘At Merced Carruthers 
had several hundred acres already 
planted to canaigre, as an Gee 
in the possibilities of California soll 
and climate. The party traveled very 
quietly, attracting as little attengjpn 
as possible. 

It was on the return of the expedi- 
tion to the East that Carruthers was 


rest by saying tha ae. the first com- a 
pany was organ Chicago Ca-. ae 
naigre Company. Bensley was let in. 
But when the Anglo-American Canaigre 
Company was formed Beasley was left 
out in the cold.

Mr. Sheldon 
expressed the same views on the mat- 
ter of the arrest of Carruthers that Mr. 
Qualey holds. He says that in all his 
dealings with the man and the com- 
pany Re has seen nothing which would 
lead him to hold any other opinion than 
that Carruthers is an honest man and 
the Anglo-American Canaigre Com- 
pany a legitimate enterprise.

That agreement, it appears, included a

“STEPHEN M. WHITE.” 

This dispatch indicates that there is 
still ground to hope that the appropria- 
tion for San Pedro may be increased, 
and even that the original appropria- 
tion of $292,000 may be restored to the 
bill. Furthermore, there is some rea- 
son to belleve that it may be possible 
for Senator White to secure some rec- 
ognition for the outer harbor at San 
Pedro, in the form of an appropriation 
for a government survey, with a view 
to its construction in the not remote 
future. The plan for the dredging of 
the inner harbor to a uniform depth 
of twenty-five feet should also be ear- 
nestly urged. 

This matter now rests. with Senators 
White and Perkins, but chiefly with 
Senator White. To the latter gentle- 
man the people of Los Angeles county 
look for redress of the great wrong 
done them by the House Committee 
on Rivers and. Harbors. The Times 
believes they will not look to him in 
vain. It has faith not only in his desire 
but in his ability to advance the inter- 
ests of the people’s harbor in the pend- 
ing bill.

BASIN MINERS ARE THOUGHT: 
TO HAVE PERISHED, 


The Entire Population of the Town 
Works All Night to Rescue the 
Imprisoned Men but Without 
Avail—The Victims, 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

BUTTE (Mont.,) April 9.—Up to -lat- 
est reports the men imprisoned in the 
burning Hope mine at Basin had not 
been reached or heard from, and their 
friends are certain now that not one is 
alive. All night the entire population 
of Basin worked unceasingly and re- 
sorted to every known-source to get air 
down to the entombed miners. After 
the timbers commenced to fall down, 
hope Of ever being’ able to save the 
men was given up. Several candles 
and lanterns were towered today, but 
they would not get lower than twenty 
feet before they would flicker and go 
out, which was-sufficient to denote that 
there was no hope for the imprisoned 
men. 
. The fire undoubtedly caught in the 
blacksmith shop. Jim Dwyer heard 
the fire alarm and immediately went 
into the surface of the tunnel for forty 
feet, and, on looking up, saw the fire 
was above. He rapped the danger sig- 
nal on the pipes and received an an- 
swer in return from the men, signify- 
ing that they realized the danger they 
Were in. This was the last sound heard 
from them. With the amount of debris 
that has fallen down the shaft it will 
be several days before the men can be 
recovered.

Product This Year Shorter, but of 
Excellent Quality. 

The man f the Los Angeles hay- 
market is an excellent authori 
matters pertaining to the hay and grain 
crop. He says: 


days we will have an average crop. 
Without it, we cannot expect more 
than half acrop. The quality, in either 
case, will be much better than usual. 
The rain, though slight in-quantity this 
year, has come at critical times when 
every drop has counted. Had it been 
much longer delayed it would have been 
disastrous. 


“The price of hay and grain has not 
been affected by the drouth. arley 
rules at $10 a ton, baled, for the 


best quality, and new ‘alfalfa is 
seling at from $8 to $8.50, baled. 
At these prices the consumers cannot 
complain. It is probable, however, that 
they will have to pay more later in 
the season, when the pasturage is gone, 
especially if rain is deferred. 
“Although we may not get more than 
a half crop in case of drouth, or two- 
thirds with rain, the farmers will re- 
alize about the same profits on hay and 
grain as usual. They will have a ready 
market for their entire product at ad- 
vanced rates and be saved a part of 


creasing their net profits. 

“Consumers will also do well. This 
may sound paradoxical, but the hay 
being first-class, stock will.eat it to the 
last straw. Some years the waste is 
Very great. I knew of cases last year 
where not more than one-third the 
hay was eaten, the rest being rejected. 


wasted, a man might as well pay $21 
a ton and done with it. Hay will not 
go to near that price, and the difference 
will be saved. 

“If we get rain soon, the grain-heads 
will be much longer. Grain is looking 
remarkably well under thé circum- 
stances, but rain is needed now and 
this wind may bring it. Irrigation 
water will be shorter than usual, but 
most of the alfalfa-growers get their 
supply from artesian wells, and a good 
crop has already been harvested. The 
season will impress the ranchers with 
the idea that they must provide for 
other dry seasons by making every pos- 
sible effort to increase their supply of 
irrigation water, California is a great 
State and even the drouth does not 
prevent reasonable success in farming, 
but to attain the utmost measure of 
| prosperity we must have water in 
undance.“

Ax THE HALL, 


Out by a Decision of the 
Supreme Court. 
The refunding bonds of the city for 
$396,000 have been, declared illegal 
by a decision of the Supreme Court, 
telegraphed yesterday morning to Pres- 
ident Teed of the City Council... The 
telegram was signed by T. H. Ward, 
3 of the Supreme Court, and read 
thus: 
“City vs. Teed, demurrer sustained 
and writ dismissed. “! 

The history of this big block of bonds 
is familiar to most of those who take 
any interest in municipal affairs. In 
the spring of 1895 they were issued, in 
accordance with an election held for 
the purpose of-deciding whether they 
should be or not. After being almost 
sold to an eastern firm of bond-buyers, 
the question as to their legality was 
raised, and an unfavorable opinion 
upon them was rendered by Judge Dil- 
lon of New York, a supposed authority 
on municipal points of law.

A Darky Preacher Argues His Own

Ah Kam Tai Wants a New 
Master. 


Wednesday evening Officer ‘Harris 
was standing on a street corner in 
{| Chinatown. A young Chinese woman, 

Ah Kam Tai, only 19 years of age, came 
up to him and said in broken English 
that she wanted protection. 

Officer Harris sent her to the Police 
Station to have Capt. Roberts inquire 
into the case. The captain sent for 
several women who are interested in 
Chinese. mission work, one of whom 
talks the language. The woman said 
she was the slave of Chan Ah Fook, 
who bought her for $1400 when she 
was 13 years old. She has been in his 
possession ever since. She declares he 
has abused and been unkind to her. 

Capt. Roberts asked her what she 
wanted to do. She replied that there 
was another Chinaman to whom she 
was greatly attached and with whom 
she wished’to live. Capt. Roberts told 
her that as she was 19 years old she 
was free to do whatever she wished, 
and her late master had no rights what- 
ever over her. She wanted to stay in 
the Police Station all night and have 
her lover sent for in the morning, Of 
course this could not be.done. She 
refused to go to the Ransom Home; 
she refused to be sent to the Chinese 
Mission in San Francisco, so finally 
she went back to Chinatown to her 
owner, Chan Ah Fook, and his wife, 
Fung Nin.

MONEY IN GOOD DEMAND. The 
worried feeing which prevailed in 
financial circles some three months 
ago, engendered by the uncertainty. 
prevailed in international af- 
fairs, has, remarked a prominent Los 
Angeles banker to a Times’ reporter 
today, entirely disappeared. Business 
ts good, money is:plentiful and in good 
demand, “nor is there anything in 
sight,” he added, ‘‘to disturb the exist- 
ing pleasant conditions.

COMMERCIAL. 
FRESH VEGETABLES. The cit 
markets are well and finely supplied 
with an abundance of fresh vegetables, 


able weather, are selling at the most 
reasonable prices. Asparagus is par- 
ticularly plentiful, fine bunches sell- 
ing at five cents each and in some 


cases as low as three bunches for ten 
cents. 


CELBRY OIL. One of the latest in- 
dustries is the manufacture of celery 
oil. German chemists have for some 
time been experimenting on it and with 
fair success. It is distilled from the 
green leaves, possesses the powerful aro- 
matic odor-and taste of the plant, and 
may arouse considerable interest 
among manufacturers.of concentrated 
soups and preserved meats and vege- 
tables. It requires 100 pounds green 
leaves to make one pound of oil. If it 
can be shown that celery juice can be 
profitably distilled for flavoring pur- 
poses, it is more than likely that ex- 
periments in the same direction will be 
made with other plants. | 


THE RAISIN TRADE. Advices re- 


portant changes will occur in the Cali- 
fornia raisin trade during the present 
year. Two moves are said to be under 
way in the eastern markets, one of 
which is a combination of the raisin- 
growers of California to control the 
total output of the State. Referring to 
this a Philadelphia trade paper says: 

“The importance of this movement 
may be realized when it is known that 
such an . organization can absolutely 
the raisin market of the United 
States, and that many millions of dol- 
lars are represented by the interests 
concerned. The great’ difference be- 
the price which consumers pay 
for raisins in every part of the country 
and that realized by the producers 
makes the fact very apparent that ‘the 
middlemen’ have not only manipulated 
the market to suit themselves, but 
have made all the money from the in- 
dustry. This has not only caused busi- 
ness to lag, but, if continued, will, as all.

THE SECOND DAY OF THE ee 
CONVENTION. 


_ Interesting Papers on Suffrage Ques- 
i tions Read by Mrs. Wilkes and 
Dr. Kate Moody—Rev. Anna Shaw 

Addresses the Assemblage. 


The second day of the Woman Suff- 
rage mass convention at Music Hall 
yesterday afternoon attracted a large 
audience,, Miss Mary G. Hay presided 
at the meeting, other visitors on the 
platform being Rev. Anna H. Shaw, 
Mrs. McComas, Dr. Kate C. Moody 
and Mrs. Eliza Tupper Wilkes. 


Music and prayer opened the proceed- 


ings and then came the papers of the 
Speakers. Dr. Kate C. Moody spoke on 
“The Professional Woman's Need of 
the Ballot.“ She said that there was 
no doubt of such a need, since the wo- 
men were jumping into professional 
life in such numbers. The pulpit: had 
its need, women having become suc- 
cessful preachers. On the press wo- 
man had left her mark, Harriet Mar- 
tineau being held up as an example. 
Medicine more than claimed its share, 
there being now 3000 female graduates 
of medical colleges practicing in this 
country. In the law, woman wag well 
Known. With all these examples, there 
was but little argument necessary to 
how that professional women, for 
their own protection, needed the ballot. 
Mrs. Eliza Tupper Wilkes next spoke 
on “The Ballot for Wife and Mother.” 
Mrs. Wilkes declared that though she 
Herself was a wife and the mother of 
six children, still she did not like to 
be twitted with it. A woman is not 
fit to be a wife and a mother unless she 
is mentally big enough for something 
else. Mrs. Wilkes said_that men pre- 
ferred for wives women who could talk 
sensibly of things that interest men. 
Tf allowed the ballot the interest of 
men and women would become the 
game.

A suffrage song by the whole assem- 
bly opened the evening, followed by 
prayer. James G. Clark, the 
known poet, sang one of his own com- 
positions, followed by Mrs. Emma 
Priest Moffett, who sang, to the tune 
of the “Red, White and Blue,” a song 
entitled “The Taxation Tyranny.” Mrs. 
Anna S. Averill then, in a few words, 
introduced the speaker of the evening, 
Rev. Anna Shaw, who addressed the 
meeting on the subject in hand. 

The speaker said that every argu- 
ment advanced against woman suffrage 
could as well be applied to man suf- 
frage, and people are using these argu- 
ments just as they happen to believe. 
The millenium will not come till wo- 
men have the ballot, but if the women 
are enfranchised this fall the millen- 
ium will not come in the spring. The 
ballot will not make wise women foolish 
or foolish women wise. Some women 
will always be weak-minded, but they 
are not lonesome. If the government is 
to be lifted to the highest plane it will 
be through the combined efforts of men 
and women. At present, the seeker for 
office is selected as to his ability to 
draw the votes of the lower classes. The 
ballot in the hands of the women will 
make the parties bid for the highest 
and best class of voters. 

The speaker reviewed the various 
changes of government and the various 
rises and fallings of the political parties, 
She spoke of the revolutionary. period 
and came up to the present time. She 
said tha 
to do anything contrary to the govern- 


ment, but why should not.the Constitu- 


tion read, “every citizen,” instead ‘of 
„every male citizen.” 
The adding of the vote does not 


change the motherhood and woman- 


hood of woman. Though she has’ the 
vote, and it must come in time, women 
will be good wives and true mothers 
in that coming time as in the present.
